Ir is said that orders already placed for steel rails 
at $28 a ton guarantee work for the steel mills all 
through the year. 


THe Springfield Republican raises the question as 
to whether a victory for the United States Steel Co. 
in its conflict with the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin plate Workers is worth the cost, as 
it figures out that its success will be temporary rather 
than permanent. 








THE internal commerce of the country continues 
to run ahead of last year’s figures by a considerable 
margin. There are certain exceptions, for example, in 
the July receipts and shipments of corn, in the shortage 
of grain receipts in the northwest, and in the lake move- 
ment of grain. As a rule, however, the tide of do- 
mestic trade has maintained its high level well into the 
opening of the new harvest year. 








AN extensive reform in English railway methods 
is a strong probability of the near future. Careful 
study of British railroad conditions has proven that the 
English roads do not by any means make the most eco- 
nomical use of the equipment they have. While the 
Pennsylvania, the Northwestern and other American 
roads move trainloads of 484 tons, it apears that 68 
tons is the best the British railways can do. 


GiasGow has just installed a new municipal tele- 
phone system. One 
reason why this prosperous Scotch city took this step 
should commend itself to trans-Atlantic municipal re- 
formers, viz., its determination to retain in its own 
hands all constructional work in the streets. In our 
cities*gas companies, telephone companies and all sorts 
of private coporations feel at perfect liberty to rip up

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any street any time they please to the discomfort and in- 
convenience of the general public. 











Tne settlement of the steel strike comes as wel- 
come news to all branches of the iron and steel trade, 
and an early resumption of all the idle plants of the 
United States Steel Corporation is earnestly desired, 
not only by manufacturers, but by the consumers as 
well. During the past ten weeks consumers have been 
compelled to pay premiums on all the finished material 
affected by the strike, and now that a settlement has 
been made there is little doubt but that prices will 
soon return to their normal level. 





Every city ought to have a manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. The value of these organizations is shown by 
the range of questions discussed at the monthly meeting 
of the St. Louis Manufacturers’ Association, held Tues- 
day, Sept. 17, at 8 p. m. At this gathering of the 
various manufacturing interests of that city there was a 
free interchange of opinion on the topics of local car 
service, amendments to the city charter, river trans- 
portation, factory inspection laws, a permanent com- 


mercial museum, a fire escape law and trade extension. 





Tue rapid growth of the trade of the United 
States with Mexico is illustrated by the following 
statement by the British consul in Mexico, a copy of 
which has just reached the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics: “It is very interesting to note the fluctuations 
in the proportion that each of the principal countries 
represents in the total import trade of Mexico. Accord- 
ing to returns already published, it is seen that in the 
year 1873 the United Kingdom’s share in this trade rep- 
resented a very much larger proportion, but with the ad- 
vance of the railways this proportion has decreased very 
materially. On the other hand, the proportion of mer- 
chandise imported from or through the United States has 
advanced very considerably. In the fiscal year 1872-3 
its value represented 26 per cent of the tvtal, while in 
the year ended Dec. 31, 1900, this proportion had risen 
to 51 per cent. 








Att Americans have been bowed with grief the 
past week for their departed President, whose manly 
dignity, wholesome life, simplicity of character, do- 
mestic virtues and love for the people endeared him to 
all sorts and conditions of men. Our departed Presi- 
dent has left a name that will be forever memorable in 
the history of mankind. It was his destiny to stand at 
the helm when this nation emerged from its exclusive- 
ness and became a world power. It was his master hand 
that skillfully directed the course of our nation as its 
influence stretched out beyond the bounds of the west- 


ern hemisphere. As he himself said in his recent ad- 


dress: “God and man have linked the nations to- 
gether. No nation can longer be indifferent to any 
other.” This is our new national policy, the child of his 


brain, and on account of this molding of our commercial 
future McKinley will take his place on the dias of his- 
torical immortality as the representative of a national 


epoch. ye 






















Exrorts from the United States in the year end- 
ing August 31, 1901, were $1,500,613,236. This is the 
first time in the history of our export trade that the 
figures for a twelve months’ period have crossed the 
billion-and-a-half line. The growth in exports during 
the period since 1896, in which the increase in exports 
has been more than 50 per cent compared with an in- 
crease less than 15 per cent in imports, has, as is well 
known, included all great classes of products and manu- 
factures. Agricultural products now form 63.7 per 
cent of the total exports, and in 1896 they formed 63.9 
per cent. Manufactures now form 29 per cent of the 
total exports, and in 1896 they formed 28.3 per cent. 
During the last year, however, the exports of manu- 
factures have not kept pace with those of other indus- 
tries. In the eight months ending with July, 1901, 
the latest month in which the details are accessible, ex- 
ports of manufactures fell $32,000,000 below those of 
the corresponding months of last year, while exports 
of agricultural products were $57,000,000 greater than 
This 
reduction in exports of manufactures is about equally 


those of the corresponding months of last year.

A REFORM in which we are all interested and which 
the various states should interest themselves in, is a 
general revision of our laws. There is, as we all know, 
a mania for healing political sores, economic fevers and 
social cancers by statutory enactments. There is not 
an industrial class in the country, whether manufac- 
turer or merchant, jobber or mechanic, professional 
man or farmer, who have not secured laws that they 
supposed would benefit their business. The laws in 
which merchants are most interested are those which 
treat of the collection of debts, and there is certainly 
need of radical reform along this line. All the “stay 
laws,” whereby debtors suspend for an indefinite time 
the decree or judgment in favor of the creditor, ought to 
be repealed. All laws which permit appeals in fore- 
closure cases, from orders confirming sales, upon bonds 
which do not protect the creditor, but which permit the 
defaulting debtor to remain in possession of the land, 
reaping the harvest thereof, ought likewise to be re- 
pealed. The laws which intentionally make it difficult 
by delay and very expensive for an owner to obtain from 
a defaulting tenant the possession of his property ought 
likewise to be repealed. All laws which make it easy 
and cheap to appeal a cause, on account of the delay 
which the debtor thereby so profitably secures, because 
the delay is worth more to him than the expense of the 
appeal, ought to be obliterated from the statute books. 
All laws the theory and principle of which are to give 
to the debtor who has made default in his obligation 
some privilege of value, at the immediate expense of 
his creditor, ought to be repealed, because such laws 
are inherently dishonest and shamelessly reward dis- 
honesty as though it were merit. 

Whenever any class of citizens believe themselves 
entitled to enacted privileges their demands grow more 
importunate and vehement, and thair dependence upon 
legislation increases commensurately. Such laws wither 
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self-reliance in the individual. They make the dema- 
gogue who prescribes for the populace the doctrine of 
constant law-making for the cure of all the ills of the 
body politic appear, in the eyes of the multitude, a 
great statesman. Thus the American voter becomes the 
easy mark, the natural prey, of the pseudo patriot who 
poses as a public benefactor for offices and emoluments 
only. 








Tue Virginian constitutional convention, moved 
with horror, as we all are, at the dastardly crime of the 
assassin Czolgosz, has taken a hasty but injudicious 
step in voting to eliminate from the bill of rights the 
fundamental guarantee of the right of free speech. The 
action is the direct and natural result of the assassina- 
tion of President McKinley, which undoubtedly was 
due in some degree to the abuse of free speech. Through- 
out the land there is a feeling that some definite 
limit should be set upon the violent speech of anarch- 
ists or upon any utterances that tend to incite ill-bal- 
anced minds to deeds of lawlessness and murder. The 
members of the Virginia convention, sitting amid the 
somber drapings of a great national sorrow, have been 
moved by this inevitable impulse of the hour, but they 
err in seeking to strike out of their constitution the 
guarantee of free speech placed there by Jefferson and 
the other statesmen who laid the foundations of the 
State of Virginia. A change of this kind in a state 
constitution can accomplish nothing for the suppres- 
sion of incendiaryspeech beyond what is already feasible. 
The words which the Virginia constitution-makers have 
voted to eliminate are in the national bill of rights. 
The first amendment to the constitution of the United 
States provides that Congress shall make no law 
“abridging the freedom of speech or of the press.” 
Thus the Virginia legislature could pass no valid law 
abridging free speech in any case. Any law of that 
kind would be unconstitutional. 

Under the principles of the common law it is al- 
ways possible for the authorities in any state to set a 
limit to license of speech at the point where it becomes 
an incitement to murder. This affords at least a 
partial check upon the propaganda of anarchism. It is 
no infringement of the constitution to arrest and try an 
anarchist who openly advocates assassination. The con- 
stitution of Illinois provides for freedom of speech on 
all subjects, but adds that every person shall be “re- 
sponsible for the abuse of that liberty.” Virginia or 
any other state can punish the dangerous abuse of free 
speech under existing laws without any change in its 
constitution. The courts have held repeatedly that 
responsibility for the abuse of a privilege is implied. 
Increased vigilance and sternness in enforcing this 
salutary limitation on free speech should be one of the 
results of the tragedy at Buffalo, but any attempt to 
withdraw the privilege itself because it has been abused 
would be a mistake. Freedom of speech is one of the 
corner-stones of our system of government. The base 
spirits who abuse the right thus given should be held 
to account, but their acts would not be a sufficient ex- 
cuse for returning to the methods by which free speech 
is suppressed in European monarchies. Such should 
be the verdict of sober second thought on the part of 
the Virginia constitution-makers.

THE New York Sun has culled this gem of surg- 
ing verbiage from a Maryland contemporary: “The 
coolness of autumnal evenings are here, and the sun 
like a great myrrhine vase, red-veined and lustrous, 
goes beautifully into his vast cathedral of the west, 
ire-subdued and fleecily clothed in ethereal clouds. No 
more a perfect rose of flame with burgeoned petals he 
arches the brazen skies and no more from his first 
dawn breaks bloodily into the house of life, but with 
cicatrisizing and cooling face he glides chastened and 
with dewy eyes, to his green and purple barriers in the 
west, leaving to the earth the shadows of complicated 
glooms and cool, impleached twilights.”

AN interesting case has been decided by the British 
courts in which a firm have recovered £100 from a com- 
petitor who libeled their machine. The defendants in 
this action “roasted” the plaintiffs’ machine—a mechan- 


ical stoker—in a circular. 





The language used was de- 
cided not to be a libel on the plaintiffs, but on the 
machine. If the same law held in this country as in 
England there would be trouble for the stove sales- 
man, who says to the hesitating dealer: 

“The Kangaroo Stove Mfg. Co. are nice people, 
but that new Kangaroo cast cook of theirs is actually 
the ugliest, cheapest piece of goods I ever saw. It’s bum. 
It’s rotten! It will burn out in less than a week. It is 
made of scrap iron,” ete.

Aw echo of the steel strike is found in this little 
clipping from the September 5 issue of the Machinery 
Market, a leading London newspaper : 

“It is reported that an important demand has just 
sprung up for steel hoops for Canada, a market that has 
been practically shut against us for many years. The or- 
ders that have come to hand are substantial, and the 
prices paid are 5 per cent higher than those that would 
have been’ readily accepted by makers quite recently. 
More orders are confidently looked for for the Domin- 
ioin.” 

It seems a shame that a market from which Brit- 
ish manufacturers have been barred for many years 
should be reopened to them on account of protracted 
differences between employers and employed in this 
country. Every Canadian order for steel hoops filled 
by British makers in what has been to them a prac- 
tically closed market, means so much money taken from 
the pockets of American manufacturer and workman 
alike. Everybody knows how the lion and bear got in- 
volved in a row over a deer they had killed, and fought 
until both were completely exhausted. At this stage a 
jackal stepped in and bore away the prize. American 
manufacturers and workmen have been quarreling fu- 
riously over the question of recognizing the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Plate Workers, and 
have allowed the English manufacturer to get the bene- 


fit therefrom. 
* *. * 


Most merchants and clerks, particularly the latter 
class, rather turn up their noses at the idea of penny 
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sales. Happily the hardware store has but little of 
this class of trade, the bulk of penny purchasers being 
children in search of the toothsome gum drop or suc- 
culent caramel. These old-time candies are still sold 
to some extent, but the market for them may have 
shifted and the candies themselves have been more or 
less changed. From a bakers’ paper I learn that 
“Stick candies, for instance, once in universal demand 
and the staple of all stocks of candies sold for a cent 
now find comparatively little sale in cities or in the 
east. They are sold mainly in the south. The old- 
time jujube paste is sold in tablets or in little fancy 
figures so many for a cent; and good old gooseberry 
ball, or some equivalent for it is likely to be sold now 
attached to the end of a stick by which it can more 
conveniently be held for consumption. The cocoanut 
cake is still to some extent a standby, but, take them 
altogether, the old-time things that once constituted 
the whole lot are now relatively but insignificant items 
of an assortment that is very great.” The very larg- 
est candy manufacturers include penny goods among 
their productions, and they are endeavoring constantly 
to turn out in this line something new, distinctive and 
taking. But when a thing has been got ready to put 
on the market nobody can tell with certainty in advance 
whether it will take or not. The children’s taste is now 
so much educated that they know good candies, and 
they won’t buy any other. And, as a matter of fact, 
these candies were never so pure and wholesome as now. 
But while the children insist on good qualities nobody 
can tell in advance what, as to peculiarities or charact- 
eristics, will please their fancy. 
* * * 
A LATE book that is very interesting is M. Gustav 
Le Bon’s “The Crowd,” a psychological study of crowds 
under modern democratic developments. The handling 
of crowds is one which should commend itself to police 
superintendents everywhere. It is certain that the oc- 
currences at the east front and in the rotunda of the 
National Capitol on Tuesday bespeak a lack of police 
ability and foresight which is only as astonishing, con- 
sidering the city and the circumstances, as it was un- 
fortunate. A crowd of thirty or forty thousand people 
anxious to view the remains of the dead President in 
the insufficient time available for the purpose was not 
only the subject of no careful arrangements for its 
movement, but in its innocent struggles was stampeded 
and bruised by mounted officers riding through its 
jostling masses. The entrance to the rotunda and the 
long, broad flight of steps leading thereto were the 
scene of a fearful crush, which, with characteristic in- 
cidents, continued for nearly an hour. Physicians and 
ambulances were brought into requisition and two or 
three scores of people were injured, three of them 
seriously. The event only emphasizes a lesson many 
times enjoined by present day conditions—namely : the 
need of more foresight and real skill in the manage- 
ment of crowds on public occasions.

The Duffy-TrowLridge Stove Mfg. Co., Hannibal, 
Mo., have purchased the land they will need for some 
additions to their stove works. 








The Sun Vapor Stove Manufacturing Co., Detroit, 
Mich., have recently purchased a large factory, which 
they will use for manufacturing purposes. 

An advance of 25 cents a ton in pig iron was made 
at Birmingham, Ala., on Tuesday by the Republic Iron 
and Steel Co. Other southern makers are said to have 
followed the advance. 


The March-Brownback Stove Co., Pottstown, Pa., 
are making arrangements to enlarge their foundry and 
make room for about 15 additional molders. Their 
new building will be 60x55 feet in dimensions and will 
be situated between their foundry and cleaning depart- 
ment. 


The Blacklock Foundry, South Pittsburg, Tenn., 
have, it is claimed, the largest and best equipped factory 
in the south for the manufacture,of sad irons, country 
and stove hollowware, ground and unground, sugar ket- 
tles, English pots, cast iron shoe lasts and stands, 
kitchen and corner sinks, grates, etc. 


The Bridgeport Crucible Co., Bridgeport, Conn., 
are manufacturers of the Champion fire clay, which is 
a mixture of imported German blue clay, plumbago from 
Ceylon and domestic fire clay. It is ‘a fine clay for lin- 
ing stoves, ranges, and furnaces, and especially for re- 
pairing and patching cracked or broken linings. 


It is reported that Lyman and Geo. DeHaven, 
formerly with DeHaven & Co., one of the stove manu- 
facturing concerns absorbed by the Pittsburgh Stove 
& Range Co., are about to embark in the stove business 
again, having a large interest in the new Pennsylvania 
Stove Co., recently organized at Ellwood City, Pa.

LEGAL BATTLE IS NOW ON. 


The Simeon L. & George H. Rogers Co., Hartford, 
Conn., manufacturers of silver plated ware, are send- 
ing a letter to the trade, under cover of Sept. 4, which 
reads as follows: 

“The “Trust’ has secured a preliminary injunction 
against us in the U. S. Circuit Court, and we are re- 
strained from using the name ‘Rogers’ or ‘Rogers Bros.’ 
on silver-plated ware until a trial is had upon the 
merits of the case. In January, 1901, Simeon L. Rogers 
and George H. Rogers, sons of Simeon S. Rogers, who 
was one of the founders of the silver-plated ware busi- 
ness that gave reputation to the name, began business 
in Hartford, Conn., as officers in a corporation named

from all others. 

“We gave full notice that we were ‘not in the trust’ 
and had no connection with any other Rogers Co. or 
trade marks, and carefully emphasized the fact by 
means of circulars to the trade, by advertisements, and 
labels on the goods. Of this the court said: ‘So far as 
it has asserted that its goods were not those of any 
other company, but wrere made by itself its statements 
are worthy of commendation.’ We shall continue in 
business and by decision of the court can advertise un- 
der and make and sell our goods with our full name, 
Simeon L. & George H. Rogers Co. This we shall do, 
and our goods will be made of the same high standard 
as before. Our manager was the superintendent of the 
Wm. Rogers Mfg. Co., and worked for it over twenty- 
five years up to 1901. We warrant our goods to be of 
full standard quality surpassed by none. If you wish 
to be independent of the trust in silverware you can

METRIC WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 





All the world powers except the United States, 
Great Britain and Russia have adopted the metric sys- 
tem of weights and measures. The Canadian Engineer, 
published at Toronto, Canada, is doing what it can to 
induce the Canadian government to adopt this system, 
and in order that the principles of this new system may 
be fully understood they have prepared a chart, which 
they are mailing on receipt of 10 cents, which shows how 
the metric measure of volume, capacity area and weight 
are all so related to the measures of length that one af- 
fords a clue to the other and makes the entire system 
wonderfully simple.

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TESTS OF RADIATORS WITH SUPERHEATED 
STEAM. 





(Extracts from a paper presented to the American Society oi 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers by Prof. R. C. Carpenter.) 
In making a series of radiator tests during the 
spring of 1901, superheated steam was inadvertently 
used im several cases. 
heat transmission of the radiator was thereby reduced. 
I did not have sufficient time to investigate the phe- 
nomena exhaustively but the data which were taken 


To my surprise the capacity for 


seemed to be of such general interest that I have con- 
cluded to present the results of the test to the society 
for discussion. 

The radiators tested were named No. 1 and No. 
2. No. 1 was 18 inches in height and contained 10 
sections, each 11 inches wide, constructed so as to have 
very little air space between the sections, the least dis- 
tance between sections being 14 inch. No. 2 was 38 
inches in height and contained 10 sections, each 7 
inches wide and spaced so as to give abundant room 
for air currents around the sections; the least distance 
between sections was 34 inch. The radiators were both 
tested with steam, which was taken through a single 
inlet. No. 1 was of the hot-water type with top con- 
nection as well as bottom connection of the sections, 
whereas No. 2 was of the steam-heating type with no 
top connection of the sections. 

The radiators were arranged for testing on a plat- 
form having an elevation about 2 feet above the floor 
and sufficient for inserting vessels underneath the radia- 
tors to obtain the water of condensation. Steam for 
the test was obtained from a high-pressure main which 
passed through a steam separator to remove any free 
water, thence through a reducing valve set to maintain 
the desired pressure, thence to a receiver located be- 
tween the two radiators. From the receiver a pipe was 
led to each inlet of the radiator. The water of con- 
densation was taken off at the inlet end and permitted 
to drip into a receiver provided with a water glass 
arranged in such a manner that the water in the re- 
ceiver could be held at a uniform level, which was about 
one foot below the bottom of the radiator. The water 
of condensation was cooled before being weighed. Tem- 
peratures were taken of the outside air and at several 
places of the compartment in which the test was con- 
ducted. Temperatures were also taken of condensed 
steam and of the surface of the radiator on two sides. 
In taking the temperature of the surface of the radiator 
the bulb of a thermometer was fastened against the 
metallic wall of the radiator and protected from ex- 
ternal radiation by hair felt. This test does not give 
the temperature of the radiator because of the cooling 
of the thermometer bulb, but it gave useful informa- 
tion as to the distribution of heat in the radiator. The 
two radiators tested were kept at a distance of about 
6 feet and the effects of radiation from one to the other 
was counteracted by a partition midway between the 
two. The radiators were shielded from any currents 
of air and the room was kept, as nearly as the outside 
conditions would permit, at a temperature of 70 de- 
grees. 

The writer has observed in previous tests of radia- 
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tors that when testing a high and a iow radiator, the 
low radiator would always show a greater heat trans- 
mission for the same surface exposed. In these tests 
we have an apparent exception to this rule, as it will 
be noted that the higher radiator gave a higher rate of 
heat transmission per square foot of surface than the 
lower. An examination, however, of the dimensions 
of the radiators will show that the air space surround- 
ing the sections in the low radiator was very much less 
than in the high. While I have not an accurate meas- 
urement of air space it is probable that the air space 
per unit of surface in the low was about four times that 
in the high radiator. The test is interesting as show- 
ing that by properly proportioning the air spaces be- 
tween the sections, the heat transmitted per unit of 
surface in high or low radiators may be equalized. 
This also shows that the air space doubtless plays an 
important office in carrying away the heat from the 
radiators. 

Expressing the final results in terms of the num- 
ber of heat units transmitted per hour per square foot 
per degree, we have the following results as applicable 
to the case where there was either no superheating of 
the steam or only a very slight amount. These results 
indicate a substantial uniformity in heat transmission

per degree difference of temperature from 2 pounds to 
10 pounds. 

The process of reducing the’ pressure wire drew 
the steam, thus liberating a considerable amount of 
heat energy which expended itself in superheating the 
steam. The effect of liberating this heat energy with- 
out work was to superheat the steam and this, contrary 
to our expectations, was to reduce the amount of heat 
transmitted. Thus with radiator No. 1 with no super- 
heat the heat transmission per hour per square foot of 
surface per degree, which we will term hereafter the 
heat transmission, was 1.48 British thermal units; with 
about 36 degrees superheat this was reduced to 1.16 
British thermal units. With radiator No. 2 there was 
a corresponding reduction from 1.83 to 1.41 British 
thermal units. With 5 pounds of steam pressure and 
when steam was superheated 13.1 degrees, the heat 
transmission was 1.41 for the low radiator and 1.74 
British thermal units for the high. When the degree 
of superheat was increased to 24.1 degrees the heat 
transmission of the low radiator fell to 1.23 British 
thermal units and that of the high to 1.45 British ther- 
mal units. With 10 pounds of steam pressure the heat 
transmission for 0.3 degree of superheat was for the 
low radiator 1.5 and for the high radiator 1.9. When 
the steam was superheated to 26.7 degrees the heat 
transmission fell to 1.24 for the low radiator and 1.62 
for the high radiator. Several check runs were made, 
the results of which show a variation of less than 2 
per cent. This run is given uncorrected, although the 
results are probably 2 or 3 per cent high because of 
some condition which could not be determined. Pos- 
sibly the radiator may have been in a slight draft of air, 





although measures were taken to prevent such an occur- 
rence if possible. 

The conclusions from the tests made with super- 
heated steam would be that it is a poor medium to 
employ for heating purposes, the reason doubtless being 
that superheated steam is much more nearly like a per- 
fect gas in its nature than a saturated vapor, and when 
in this condition parts with its heat much less readily 
than saturated or wet steam. It is not probable that 
the amount of superheat was sufficient in any of the 
cases described to fill the entire radiator with steam of 
this character, and this, I take it, accounts for the con- 
tinued falling off in heat transmission as the degree 
of superheat increased. The accompanying table gives 
the general results of the radiator tests.

STEEL WORKS IN JARAN. 





In the course of the reports from abroad, the cur- 
rent issue of the “Board of Trade Journal” quotes from 
the “Japan Times” an article describing the Imperial 
Stee] Factory at Wakamatsu. An interesting extract is 
the following: “The works were founded in April, 
1900, and commenced in February last the manu- 
facture of pig iron, and in May the work of manufac- 
turing (about 40 tons a day) Siemens steel. Two of 
the five rolling mill plants have been completed, the 
production of medium and small rails and plates was 
started towards the end of June. The other plant will 
be completed by the end of September, and the manu- 
facture of large rails and other ware will be started 
at once. It was estimated that 90,000 to 100,000 tons 
of steel could be produced in a year when all the ar- 
rangements shall have been completed and the opera- 
tions can be carried out to their full extent. Next year 
the factory will use iron obtained from Akiya, in 
Echigo, where ore has been found stated to be equal 
in quality to the best imported mineral.” 
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FOUR-PIECE SPIRAL ELBOW PATTERN. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I submit the following method to obtain the 
pattern for a four-piece spiral elbow. This pattern 
is the same as used for the common four-piece elbow. 
The first step to be taken is to lay out the side eleva- 
tion for a four-piece elbow as usually drawn. This 
is shown by lines A to C and B to C. Draw the semi- 
circle D to E; divide this into four equal parts. Erect 
lines from the points where these divisions occur, as 
shown by the numerals 1 to 3 and letters D to E. The 
dotted lines show where the seam occurs in the finished 
elbow as desired. The solid division lines show where 
the seams occur in a regular four-pieced elbow and are 
carried over to A or front elevation, showing how the 
common elbow appears from that point of view. This 






































STEEL STRIKE IS OVER. 


A conference between representatives of the United 
States Steel Corporation and the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Plate Workers was held 
in the Battery Park Building, New York city, on Sept. 
14, and the strike, which was begun on June 30 last was 
declared off. Those present at this conference were 
President Shaffer, M. J. Davis, M. T. Tighe and John 
Pierce, of the Amalgamated Association, and D. F. 
Reid, president of the American Tin Plate Co. ; Warner 
Arms, M. McMurtry, president American Sheet Stee! 
Co.; W. T. Graham, first vice president American Tin 
Plate Co.; M. W. Leeds, fourth vice president Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Co., and W. E. Corey, president of the 
Carnegie Co. 

The conclusion of the strike means a complete vic- 
tory for the steel combine. The basis of agreement in 
substance is that the corporation will hereafter conduct 
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completes the preliminary drawings for the pattern. 
The stretch-out or actual pattern is shown by Fig. 2. 

To lay this out, instead of proceeding as in the 
ordinary way for the common elbow, this stretch-out, 
in order to make the circuit around the circumferences, 
must be made in the shape of a spiral. For this rea- 
son the part C to T, which is equal in width to the 
throat or inner flat part of a section of the common 
elbow, must be raised into the position as shown. Draw 
a line cutting point X and T equal in length as de- 
manded by the circumference of the four divisions as 
shown. The lines on which the distances for the cor- 
rect pitch of the miter line are set off are drawn at 
right angles to the base line X to X. The distances 
contained between the curve line from X_ to 
Y and the straight line X to Y are taken 
for each one from the distances contained between the 
space X, S and R of Fig. 1, B, each line corresponding 
in length to the added slant height which the altered 
position imposes on it.

The rectangular-shaped ends are necessary, so 
that when the elbow is formed to shape a straight piece 
of pipe or end of the elbow is provided so that the same 
will fit and can readily be connected to any piece of 
pipe which fits it. This pattern can be joined together 
with the usual joint as used for elbow work, made 
with a turning machine.

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION: 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

The resumption of work in the hoop, sheet, tin 
plate and tube mills has been a feature of the week. 
The loss in wages to the men as a result of two months 
of idleness is estimated at $10,000,000, and the gross 
earnings of the company are said to have been re- 
duced $15,000,000, much of the latter loss will, how- 
ever, be made up, as there is an immense amount of 
business offering guaranteeing activity for months to 
come. All steel rails are being well taken at the west 
and steel mills are reported sold ahead to next year. 
Jobbers in iron and steel are busy supplying small lots 
to bridge over consumers until the mills recently on 
strike can come into the market. Pig iron is in rather 
better inquiry, and Bradstreets’ Birmingham corre- 
spondent reports an advance of 25 cents per ton. Ex- 
port business is very slow. Hardware, light and heavy, 
is very active. 


WIRE NAILS. 
Prices for wire nails remain at $2.45 for carload 
and $2.50 for small lots. 


CUT NAILS. 
Small lots of cut nails are quoted at $2.35. 


BARB WIRE. 

Barb wire continues in heavy demand. Painted 
is quoted at $2.75 in carload, and $2.85 in smaller lots, 
and galvanized is quoted at $3.05 in carload and $3.15 in 
smaller lots. 


LINSEED OIL. 
City raw linseed oil advanced Sept. 12 to 55c, and 
again on Sept. 16 to 65c¢ per gallon in 5 barrel lots. 
This advance is due to a sharp advance in seed prices. 


WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in oil is 614c per Ib. in lots of 500 Ibs. 
or over, and 7c per Ib. in lots of less than 500 lbs. 


GLASS 
Glass in less than carload lots is 80 and 20 per 
cent off and in carload lots it is 85 and 5 per cent off. 


COPPER. 

Consumers were still out of the market and there 
was little business done, although prices were steady at 
165gc to 1634¢ per lb. for lake copper and 16%c to 
161%c for electrolytic. 


TIN. 
Although prices were steady at 253¢c to 251 per 
lb. for spot tin, there was very little demand. 
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Report. 


LEAD. 

Lead continued dull but firm at 4%¢c per lb. in 50 
ton lots. In St. Louis the market was quiet at 4.25c 
for soft Missouri and 4.35c for chemical. Exports were 
104 tons. Soft Spanish lead was unchanged in London 
at £12 per ton. 


IRON AND STEEL. 

All indications point to an unusually large volume 
of business during the remainder of the year. Prices 
are unchanged, but the undertone is strong. Chicago 
reports a slow improvement in the volume of business 
in pig iron. There is much more inquiry, however, 
than there is business transacted. Prices remain steady. 
All kinds of finished iron and steel are in active de- 
mand, and in some lines the famine is greater than 
ever; bars are very active, with quotations slightly 
higher for quick delivery; old material also is firm and 
mills are buying with some freedom. Reports from 
Pittsburg state that there is a great scarcity of billets 
and the big plants are thereby hampered in their opera- 
tions. 


TIN PLATE. 

In the tin plate trade it is said that the strike has 
curtailed the production of nearly 1,000,000 boxes of 
tin plate. It will be some time before the American 
Tin Plate Co. will be able to make up this production, 
and as long as a scarcity of the bright plate exists job- 
bers will be in a position to secure small premiums for 
prompt deliveries. The present price of the American 
Tin Plate Co. on tin plate is $4 per box, and this price 
will continue unchanged until January 1. At present 
the ruling price of tin plate for prompt shipment is 
$6.50 per box, while jobbers are quoting as high as 
$4.50 per box for delivery in November and December. 


SHEETS. 

The production of the American Sheet Steel Co. 
is curtailed considerably, as it will be fully four months 
before deliveries can be made on much of the new busi- 
ness placed. The combine quotes No. 28 gauge black 
sheets, one pass through cold rolls, at $63 per ton, while 
independent manufacturers are quoting $65 per ton 
for future delivery. Sheets from warehouse stocks are 
quoted at $75 to $80 per ton. The indications are that 
small premiums will be asked for spot goods for some 
time. 


MERCHANT PIPE AND TUBING. 

A speedy drop in present prices of merchant pipe, 
tubing and casing is looked for, and jobbers this week 
can secure no more than 25 per cent advance over Na- 
tional Tube Co. quotations, although last week from 35 
to 40 per cent advance was paid without question. 
While the National Tube Co. has a large amount of ac- 
cumulated business on hand and will be pressed for de- 
liveries for some time no change in prices will be made.
